FEARS that 
Haverhill and 
its villages are 
being left with¬ 
out emergency 
cover have been 
raised with the 
East Anglian 
Ambulance 
Service. 

Town councillor 
Margaret Marks says 
she has been told the 
Haverhill ambulance 
was being moved to 
stand-by in Cambridge 
to help meet emer¬ 
gency targets. 

Cllr Marks has now 
written to Oskan 
Edwardson, executive 
director of operations, 
raising her concerns. 

She has been told 
ambulances were being 
moved into areas with 
the greatest number of 
people to increase the 
chance of achieving 
eight-minute response 
targets for emer¬ 
gencies. 

Cllr Marks wrote: “I 
am told that the Haver¬ 
hill ambulance is mov¬ 
ed to stand-by in Cam¬ 
bridge even when there 
are sufficient ambul¬ 
ances already deployed 
in that area, leaving 
Haverhill and the sur¬ 
rounding rural areas 
completely devoid of 
ambulance cover. 

“I am at a loss to 
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understand how any 
rational body could 
arrive at a decision to 
implement a scheme 
based on response 
times when there are 
so many variable ele¬ 
ments outside of the 
control of the crew.” 

Neil Storey associate 
director of accident 
and emergency for the 
East of England 
Ambulance Service, 
said: “I would like to 
reassure people in the 
Haverhill area that we 
are committed to pro¬ 
viding a high quality 
service. We use dy¬ 
namic deployment to 
place ambulances 
within a six minute 
drive zone of the 
majority of calls 
within the area to 
ensure the timeliest 
response to patients.” 

While he admitted 
that the full-time 
ambulance might be 
deployed, there was 
also a weekday com¬ 
munity paramedic 
based in a car which 
was not moved from 
the local area unless on 
an emergency call. 
Negotiations were 
taking place to try to 
increase these hours. 

He also pointed out 
that Haverhill had a 
community responder 
scheme.

Drop in 
county 
road 
deaths 

ROAD deaths in 
Suffolk fell to a 10 
year low last year 
but the number of 
serious injuries 
rose sharply 

In total 31 people 
were killed on 
Suffolk’s roads in 
2008, with 333 being 
seriously injured 
and around 2,300 
slightly injured. 

The number of 
people seriously 
injured is a 26 per 
cent increase com¬ 
pared to 2007, al¬ 
though around 200 
fewer people were 
slightly injured 
compared to 2007. 

County Coun¬ 
cillor Guy Mc¬ 
Gregor, portfolio 
holder for roads 
and transport and 
chair of the Suffolk 
Roadsafe Partner¬ 
ship Board, said 
“While I am ex¬ 
tremely pleased to 
see the number of 
people dying on 
Suffolk roads de¬ 
crease, I am dis¬ 
appointed to see the 
rise in serious 
injuries in 2008, 
especially as ser¬ 
ious collisions have 
been decreasing for 
the last four years. 

“There appears 
to be a significant 
increase in motor¬ 
cycle casualties. 
This may be due to 
the surge in fuel 
prices late last year. 
It is reported that 
novice riders have 
been buying small 
cheap motorcycles 
in large numbers 
and using them for 
commuting trips. 
In response we will 
need to continue 
our motorcycle saf¬ 
ety campaigns, 
training and en¬ 
forcement.” 

The Suffolk 
Roadsafe Part¬ 
nership Board has 
worked closely over 
the past year to try 
to reduce collis¬ 
ions. Last Dec¬ 
ember it approved 
an action plan for 
2009 and 2010, 
dealing with all 
types of road users 
and all age groups. 
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House price falls 
largest in England 

HOUSE prices in East Anglia fell 
faster than the rest of the 
country in 2008, according to a 
new report by the Nationwide, 
and Suffolk was among the 
counties worst hit. 

The annual rate of falling prices 
reached 16.6 per cent by the final 
quarter - the largest fall for any 
English region - leaving the 
average price at £153,080. 

Suffolk fell further than 
Cambridgeshire’s 13 per cent 
drop, to rack up a 16 per cent fall 
and an average price of £168,577. 
Fionnuala Earley Nationwide’s 
chief economist, said: “2008 has 
been a difficult year for the 
housing market.” 

John Pocock, managing director 
of Pocock and Shaw - which has 
offices in Cambridge and an 
associated office in Suffolk, said 
he felt the Nationwide report 
was “for the first time” a true 
reflection of the state of the 
housing market. 

But he added: “It’s extremely 
difficult to generalise as some 
properties are in greater 
demand.”

TWO major landmarks of 
Haverhill’s past are 
making way for a new one. 

The former station yard site, 
which closed in 1965, is being 
cleared to make way for a Tesco 
store which is due to open next 
year creating up to 500 jobs. 

Most of the old station build¬ 
ings had already been 
demolished, but workmen have 
started to dismantle the 
substantial mill next to The 
Pightle main road through the 
centre of the town, in a process 
that could cause traffic 
disruption for the next 28 weeks. 

Founded in the 1870s by Fred¬ 
erick Taylor, the business was 
taken over by the Hovis 
company in 1936, which put up 
the current structure. 

It was a major town industry 
working around the clock mill¬ 
ing flour during the war years, 
but ceased production in 1949 to 
concentrate on animal feeds, 
finally closing for good in 1977.

Edmunds. Haverhill Chamber 
of Commerce donated £1,700 
raised at its first Business 
Awards event to get the appeal 
started and offers of help have 
flooded in ever since.

A campaign was launched to 
save the post office at 
Strasbourg Square in Haverhill 
and views were sought on 
where 7,500 new homes 
should be put in St 
Edmundsbury over the next 20 
years. 

APRIL 

IN APRIL St Edmundsbury 
Borough councillors backed the 
idea of a single unitary authority 
for west Suffolk rather than one 
for the whole of Suffolk and 
said it would give Haverhill a 
greater voice. 

A three-day continental market 
visited Haverhill and was voted 
a great success. 

A row broke out about the 
massive £220,000 salary paid 
to Suffolk County Council’s new 
Chief Executive Andrea Hill 
dubbed “obscene” by 
taxpayers’ rights groups. 

Plans for a new £800,000 walk- 
in health clinic for Haverhill, to 
be open from 8am to 8pm 
seven days a week, received 
mixed reactions, with some 
saying the town was crying out 
for such facilities and others 
that the money should be 
invested in existing doctor’s 
surgeries. 

MAY 

A TOWN centre alcohol ban 
came into effect in Haverhill, 
making it an offence to drink 
alcohol in certain designated 
areas and unhappy Queen 
Street traders said unsightly 
traffic signs were putting off 
shoppers who thought the road 
was closed completely. 

Haverhill Chamber of 
Commerce hosted its second 
Business Awards, organised in 
association with the Weekly 
News, at a Gala Ball at Chilford 
Hall, Linton. Work started on a 


new £1 million high tech 
veterinary surgery at Homefield 
Road, Haverhill, 

JUNE 

DR HARI Mohan said goodbye 
to his patients after 30 years at 
the Christmas Makings Surgery 
in Haverhill and language 
classes began to help Polish 
and Portuguese workers to 
communicate more easily. 
Haverhill Leisure Centre closed 
for a £5.2 million year long 
refurbishment and a temporary 
Pod building opened to house 
fitness equipment. 

JULY 

THE Haverhill Show, organised 
in association with the Weekly 
News, went ahead as a tribute 
to Reg Weller, who died last 
year aged 91 after entertaining 
crowds at the show with his 
rope spinning tricks until he 
was 86. Campaigners called for 
an urgent summit on the A1307 
after the road claimed its sixth 
death of the year. 

AUGUST 

IN AUGUST our Hospice at 
Home Appeal hit the halfway 
mark, with the final £4,000 
donated from the Haverhill 
Charity Golf Classic in June. 
The Thurlow and Haverhill 
Steam Rally and Country show 
was held in memory of Don 
Loveday, its main organiser for 
many years, who died last year. 
Haverhill’s new £1.4 million 
‘green’ council depot was 
opened at Homefield Road. 

SEPTEMBER 

IT WAS announced that the 
number of police Safer 
Neighbourhood teams for 
Haverhill would be reduced and 
new Inspector Andy Mason 
arrived in the town.

Prison practice to 
run health centre 



THE winning bid to run a 
controversial new health 
centre at Haverhill, which 
is due to open in April, has 
been announced. 

NHS Suffolk has revealed that 
The Practice Pic, which currently 
provides services to two Suffolk 
prisons, will operate the town’s 
new GP-led Crown Health Centre. 

The facility will be sited in a 
temporary building in a car park 
for up to four years until a 
permanent location is found, 
despite strong local protests about 
the impact on parking. 

Town GPs were also up in arms 
over a £300,000 cut to their 
budgets over three years, which 
coincides with the new centre, 
and their protests were supported 
by a 10,000 signature petition. 

Opponents argue that the 
money allocated to the new health 
centre would be better spent imp¬ 
roving existing medical facilities, 
and question why the centre is 
not bringing any new X-ray or

diagnostic services to the town. 

Debbie Raven, chief operating 
officer at The Practice, said 
“working with the healthcare 
community rather than in comp¬ 
etition will be key to the centre’s 
success” and added: “We will 
continue to work with Haverhill 
GPs to ensure full integration of 
the new centre with existing 
services in the area.” 

She added: “We have estab¬ 
lished a project board, and we’re 
delighted that Dr Andrew 
Cornish, a GP in the area, will 
become our local medical 
director.” 

The new Crown Health Centre 
will open seven days a week 
between 8am and 8pm. 

It will care for both registered 
and non-registered patients from 
Haverhill and the surrounding 
area and will offer appointments 
alongside a walk-in service. 

Patients will be able to access a 


wide range of services at the 
centre, including a minor injuries 
clinic and blood testing service, 
along with clinics for substance 
and alcohol misuse, weight 
management, quitting smoking, 
sexual health, contraception and 
childhood obesity 

Martin Royal, director of 
business development at NHS 
Suffolk said: “This will be an 
excellent healthcare facility for 
the people of Haverhill and the 
surrounding area. 

“We’re very pleased by this 
development - it’s the result of an 
intense period of working closely 
with St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and the local 
community” 

The first services will open 
from April 1 and will be located in 
temporary facilities on 
Withersfield Road. 

Planning is underway to secure 
a permanent home for the centre, 
which could involve a purpose- 
built building or a refurbished 
facility located centrally in 
Haverhill. 


Trio’s fury at 
boundary snub 


A THREE council all¬ 
iance has accused the 
Boundary Committee 
of being “bad for dem¬ 
ocracy” after it refused 
to hold public consult¬ 
ation on the group’s 
proposals for a three¬ 
unitary authority 
structure. 

The commission 
wrote to the alliance, 
led by St Edmunds¬ 
bury council leader 
John Griffiths, and his 
Forest Heath and 
Waveney colleagues, 
confirming that no 
further consultation 
will be considered 
despite their view that 
their suggestion had 
“suffered from a clear 
and irrefutable deficit” 
of fair treatment. 

They said: “We told 
the committee that our 
proposal has not been 
afforded anything like 
the same degree of 
consideration as that 
given to the unwieldy 
and undemocratic Suf¬ 
folk Rural and One 
Suffolk options and yet 
it appears they could¬ 
n’t care less. 

“What clearer evid¬ 
ence could there be of 
an unjust process 


which, by not consid¬ 
ering all options, is 
clearly not giving local 
people a chance to 
have their say?” 

The leaders believe 
that the attitude of the 
Boundary Committee 
runs contrary to the 
wishes of the very 
Government it prof¬ 
esses to serve. 

They said: “The 
Government’s ‘Local 
Democracy, Economic 
Development and Con¬ 
struction’ Bill intro¬ 
duced in this year’s 
Queen’s Speech seeks 
to impose a duty on 
councils to promote 
participation in local 
democracy and yet the 
attitude of the com¬ 
mittee is bad for local 
government and bad 
for democracy 

“How can a process 
being used to deter¬ 
mine the future demo¬ 
cratic structure for 
Suffolk do anything 
but alienate voters if 
at the outset it refuses 
them the opportunity 
of all the options? We 
are very angry and 
believe this is further 
evidence of a hugely 
flawed process.” 


Council opposes 
homes proposal 


TOWN council plann¬ 
ers have objected to 
an application to 
build five new homes 
in Haverhill, close to 
a major new round¬ 
about leading to a 
new supermarket. 

MH Developments 
has applied to build 
five two storey 
homes, a single gar¬ 
age, associated park¬ 
ing, alterations and 
improvements to the 
access road at land to 
the rear of 17-35 
Wratting Road. 

But Haverhill Town 
Council objects to the 
plan because of mem¬ 
bers’ concerns about 
the access arrange¬ 
ments and increased 
traffic on to Wratting 
Road, particularly 
given its proximity to 
the new roundabout 


for the Tesco store 
which is being built 
on the former Station 
Yard site. 

Councillors also 
raised concerns ab¬ 
out disruption to 
existing residents 
during the cons¬ 
truction period as 
work would hamper 
them getting in and 
out of the back of 
their properties, and 
dismissed the firm’s 
offer to limit cons¬ 
truction vehicle acc¬ 
ess. 

The planning com¬ 
mittee’s report con¬ 
cluded: “The town 
council does not feel 
the developer has 
overcome objections 
from residents aris¬ 
ing from the original 
application.”

Woolies shuts up 
shop - 50 jobs go 


THE final few bran¬ 
ches of Woolworths 
shut up shop for 
good this week.

“It’s terrible for all the 
staff losing their jobs, 
but unfortunately it’s 
not just happening in 
Haverhill, there are 
redundancies and clos¬ 
ures everywhere. 

“It’s going to be a 
tough year for business, 
but I hope something 
else will turn up to 
replace Woolworths in 
Haverhill.” 

The firm’s 807 stores 
have been closing in 
tranches throughout the 
final weeks of December 
and the start of January 
after selling off stock, 
fixtures and fittings at 
discount prices. 


The final 200 had been 
due to close on Monday 
but administrator Del- 
oitte gave the chain a 
brief reprieve to shift 
remaining stock and 
allow final arrange¬ 
ments to be made. 

The remaining Wool¬ 
ies stores made for a 
grim shopping exper¬ 
ience in the final few 
days of trading as work¬ 
men ripped out fixtures 
as customers picked 
over bargains. 

Jeremy Rose, spokes¬ 
man for Saffron Walden 
Business Forum, said: 
“It’s a very sad day The 
high street will look very 
drab and dreary without 
Woolworths, which was 
still a big draw for many 
shoppers, especially at 
weekends.”

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Empty fire centre is 
costing £85k a month

TAXPAYERS are foot¬ 
ing a £85,000-a-month 
bill for Cambridge’s 
new fire control centre 
- even though it won’t 
be used until 2011. 

The building in Water- 
beach was meant to be 
handling 999 calls from 
across East Anglia by now 
but it is still being fitted out. 

Problems with computer 
systems saw the latest 
estimated opening date 
pushed back from May 2011 
to August and it is not 
expected to be fully oper¬ 
ational until the end of 2011. 

Now the Government has 
admitted it is spending 
£85,000 every month on 
leasing, maintenance and 24- 
hour security for the 
building at the Cambridge 
Research Park. 

Kevin Napier, the Fire 
Brigades Union (FBU) 
regional secretary, said: 
“The taxpayers of Camb¬ 
ridgeshire are going to have

to foot the bill for this. We 
don’t know if the systems 
going into this building 
work and probably won’t 


know until it’s too late to 
change, so the Government 
is playing with people’s 
lives. 

“We are now in the pos¬ 
ition where we don’t know 
how much this is going to 
cost and how much the tax¬ 
payer is going to have to 
pay” 

Even if the monthly figure 
stayed the same until the 
expected opening, £1.6 
million would still have been 
spent on running costs up to 
that date. 

The union says the nation¬ 
al cost of keeping new fire 
control centre buildings is 
£750,000 a month. 

Earlier this month, it was 


revealed that the nationwide 
scheme to replace 46 
buildings with nine regional 
hubs was set to cost £20 
million more than the 
expected figure of £360 
million. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Department for Commun¬ 
ities and Local Government 
said: “New regional control 
centre buildings are not 
standing idle. 

“They are being fitted out 
with IT and other 
equipment, being used for 
developing and testing of 
systems and providing 
training facilities for fire 
service staff and elected 
members.” 


Hefty bill to pay 
for sick teachers 


MORE than 130 teachers in 
Cambridgeshire call in sick 
every day - leaving tax¬ 
payers with a hefty bill. 

Latest figures reveal 3,050 
teachers took off 26,240 days 
between them in the space of 
a year, an average of 135 
each school day. 

There are 4,380 teachers in 
the county, meaning 3 per 
cent are off on any one day. 

While the proportion of 
teachers absent each day is 
low, union officials blame 
the rise in staff sickness on 
the stress of the job. 

In Cambridgeshire, 9,180 
sick days were taken as part 
of absences lasting for more 
than 20 days in total. 

The Tories, who released 
the figures, said the rise is 
worrying and called on the 
Government to investigate 
the reasons behind it. 

But Andrew Hutchinson, 
executive principal of the 
Parkside Federation in 
Cambridge, said he believed 
staff sickness at his two 
schools was falling. 

He added: “Teaching can 
be a stressful job but this 
varies widely. If you are 
teaching, you have to be able 
to do what you need to do, 
it’s not like an office where 
you sit behind a desk. 

“It’s a matter of balance, 
because teachers are com¬ 
mitted to their jobs and want 


to make sure children do not 
suffer because of their 
absence.” 

Using a supply teacher 
costs schools from £103 to 
£210 a day, making the daily 
cost to taxpayers from curr¬ 
ent absences £20,900 if sup¬ 
ply teachers are employed at 
a cost of £155 each per day. 

Over a school year of 195 
days, the bill would top £4 
million. But the council does 
not know the true cost bec¬ 
ause supply teachers are 
employed on a school-by¬ 
school basis. 

Nationwide in 2007, 15,000 
teachers were off sick every 
day. The number of days lost 
to illness rose from 2.5 
million in 1999 to 2.9 million 
in 2007. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
said: “Long term absence - 
9,180 days in Cambridge¬ 
shire - equates to 34.98 per 
cent of all absence, which 
compares favourably with 
Oxfordshire (44.9 per cent) 
and Cornwall (56.9 per cent).

The council warned that cold 
weather can also heighten feel¬ 
ings of isolation for many people 
who live alone, and encouraged 
those who live alone to contact 
an organisation such as Age 
Concern if they feel they would 
like to talk to someone. 


Age Concern runs a number of 
befriending services, both face to 
face and via the phone. 

Many community groups will 
also be making an extra effort to 
reach out to people who are alone 
and vulnerable over the winter 
period. 

Cllr Graham Newman, port¬ 
folio holder for Adult and 
Community Services, said: “The 
winter period can be difficult for 
older, vulnerable and lonely 
people.

HAVING closed the door on 
2008, it’s time to reflect on 
what’s been a historic year for 
property. 

Potential buyers and sellers 
have been hit hard, struggling 
to secure mortgages or opting 
to sit tight as prices drop.

Street-cred Mini is a cut above 


IT’S pretty hard to take 
exception to Mini’s new 
Convertible, writes 

Jonathan Crouch. 

It looks (and is) sportier than the 
previous version, yet it’s cheaper to 
run and more eco-friendly too. It 
offers more space and plenty of hi- 
tech features. But best of all, it’s 
still just as much fun to drive. 

One of the key aims for Mini 
when designing the new version of 
its Convertible was to offer the fun 
of top-down motoring without 
sacrificing too much in terms of 
space and driving dynamics. 

When you remove the roof from 
a car, it tends to become like a jelly. 
To counteract this, Mini has put in 
a lot of hard work strengthening 
the rest of the car so, although it’s 
heavier than its hard-top brother, 
there is little sign of the curse of 
convertibles - scuttle shake. 

As with the fixed top Mkll Mini 
models, the convertible ditches the 
old Isuzu engines and instead 
adopts the less characterful but 
more efficient units that BMW 
developed with Peugeot and 
Citroen. That means we lose the 


glorious supercharged whine of 
the old Cooper S version, but its 
175bhp 1.6-litre twin scroll turbo¬ 
charged replacement makes up for 
that with far better fuel economy 
figures and emissions. Rest to 60 
takes 7.4 seconds on the way to 
138mph and there’s 1771b ft of 
torque. 

Go for the 120bhp 1.6-litre engine 
you get in the standard Cooper 
model and 60 takes 9.8 seconds on 
the way to 123mph, still quite fast 
enough for most, even if, with 1181b 
ft of torque, you’ll need to rev it a 
bit more to properly enjoy that 
performance. 

With a raised shoulder line the 
Mkll Convertible has a more 
purposeful and dynamic stance 
than its predecessor. The Cooper S 
Convertible sets itself apart 
visually with the bonnet mounted 
air-intake, large twin tailpipes, a 
diffuser in the rear bumper and a 
two-piece rear fog lamp. 

On to the roof and the automatic 
canvas cover of this car can be 
fully retracted or closed in just 15 
seconds. In the event of drivers 
being caught out by a sudden 
downpour, this function will fully 


operate with the car at 
speeds of up to 20mph. 
As an alternative to the 
complete top-down 
driving experience, the 
full width of the electric 
roof can be retracted by 
about 40cm to create the 
effect of a sunroof at 
speeds of up to 75mph. 

Both the Cooper and 
Cooper S variants are 
decently equipped. Look 
at the safety technology 
and you’re bombarded 



with acronyms like assisted power 
steering (EPS), ABS with Elec¬ 
tronic Brake Force Distribution 
(EBD), Cornering Brake Control 
(CBC) and Brake Assist, plus 
Dynamic Stability Control (DSC) - 
all found as standard. 

For the first-time, air conditi¬ 
oning is fitted as standard in a 
Mini Convertible, though one 
option of dubious value will be 
what Mini is calling the “Openo- 
meter”. This records the time spent 
by the owner driving with the top 
down. More useful however is the 
bike rack set-up that is supplied as 
standard with the mounting points

Both models feature technology 
from BMW’s EfficientDynamics 
systems, so you can expect class¬ 
leading fuel efficiency, low C02 
emissions and impressive cost of 
ownership figures. 


Basically 

You could perhaps complain about 
the premium pricing but in truth, 
there’s not really much more than 
that to put off would-be Mini 
Cabriolet purchasers. This car has 
more street-cred than its rivals and 
is far-less gender-specific (read 
female-orientated) - and it’s 
fantastic fun to drive.

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


Tlie onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and 


make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed. 


If you try to follow these rules you should find yourself on the road to safe winter driving. To 
make sure your car is ready for the road in the first place, book your car in for a service. 
Careful preparation by the motorist can only go so far.

Westley said: “I’ve had to 
have a couple of operations 
and I have not been able to 
pick up a cricket bat or been 
able to sprint for the last few 
months. 

“I was due to fly out to India 
soon to be part of the World 
Cricket Academy and get more 
coaching and experience, but 
that’s fallen through because 
of the injury. 


“So it’s been the quietest 
time of my cricketing career, 
but I’ve got to make sure I’m 
fit and prepared for Essex’s 
pre-season tour to 
Dubai, and I aim to be back in 
training by the end of 
January.” 

Westley, who still managed 
to turn out for Saffron Walden
